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President's  Comments 


Change,  challenge  and  progress  best  describe  the  state  of  the  Baptist  College  at  Charleston.  Indeed,  we  are 
fulfilling  our  mission  of  academic  excellence  in  a  Christian  environment. 

Let  me  mention  a  few  of  the  noteworthy  accomplishments  that  have  taken  place  during  the  past  five  years. 
Enrollment  has  increased  from  1 ,646  in  1 984  to  2,052  this  fall;  all  undergraduate  and  graduate  programs  are 
accredited  by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools;  faculty  salaries  have  increased  significantly;  the 
College  has  operated  in  the  black  for  the  past  four  years;  and  nearly  $9  million  in  commitments  have  been  made 
to  the  $  1 2  million  Challenge  Campaign. 

On  December  1 ,  an  anonymous  donor  offered  a  $40,000  challenge  gift  agreeing  to  match  every  $3  donated 
with  SI  up  to  1120,000  raised  during  the  month  of  December.  Gifts  totaling  nearly  8400,000  have  been  received  from  our  friends  due 
to  this  effort.  These  funds  have  boosted  our  annual  fund  drive  for  current  operations  and  will  be  of  great  assistance  in  defraying  the 
losses  from  Hurricane  Hugo. 

Another  successful  effort  to  raise  funds  to  construct  a  Reception  Center  on  campus  is  progressing  nicely.  Friends  from  my  home- 
town of  Lancaster,  S.C.,  have  raised  over  $  1 50,000  to  build  this  facility  in  my  honor.  This  building  will  serve  as  our  show  place  on  the 
front  of  the  campus  and  will  present  a  good  impression  to  prospective  students  and  friends  visiting  the  campus.  An  information 
bureau,  admissions  office,  telecommunications  center  and  security  office  will  be  housed  in  this  facility. 

While  changes  are  being  considered,  we  continue  to  emphasize  five  life  preparation  concepts  which  give  our  graduates  an  extra 
credential  after  they  earn  their  degree.  These  concepts  include:  values  and  ethics;  wellness;  leadership;  communications  and  service. 

Although  these  life  preparation  concepts  are  discussed  at  length  on  other  pages  of  this  edition  of  The  Ebenezer,  I  would  like  to 
emphasize  their  importance.  We  want  our  graduates  to  take  a  Christian  value  system  with  them  when  they  enter  the  workplace.  We 
want  our  graduates  to  be  interested  in  community  service  when  they  take  a  new  job  in  a  new  community.  We  want  our  graduates  to 
practice  the  principles  of  wellness  because  knowledge  is  wasted  if  lives  are  cut  short  by  poor  health  habits.  Getting  along  with  other 
people  is  a  key  leadership  trait  which  is  crucial  to  career  advancement.  We  want  our  graduates  to  be  strong  in  three  communications 
areas... the  ability  to  use  computers,  the  ability  to  stand  and  express  ideas  in  front  of  a  group  and  the  ability  to  write  a  convincing  report. 
Corporate  leaders  indicate  to  me  frequently  that  many  college  graduates  in  America  have  poor  communication  skills.  We  want  our 
graduates  to  be  above  such  criticisms. 

In  February,  1989, 1  wrote  you  concerning  the  marketing  research  every  effort  taking  place  this  spring  concerning  the  name  of  the 
College  and  the  expansion  of  our  graduate  programs.  There  are  several  reasons  Baptist  College  at  Charleston  wishes  to  examine  a  name 
change. 

-  The  stature  of  the  College  continues  to  change  from  a  four  year  baccalaureate  institution  to  university  status  with  the  addition  of 
graduate  programs  designed  to  serve  adult  learners. 

-  Recruiting  students  and  resource  development  are  two  of  the  greatest  challenges  we  face  during  the  1990s.  The  fact  that  70  percent 
of  our  $ 1 2  million  budget  is  generated  from  tuition  and  fees,  magnifies  the  importance  of  the  recruiting  challenge.  Demographers 
are  predicting  that  the  number  of  high  school  graduates  will  decline  significantly  during  the  1990's.  Would  a  different  name  be  more 
appealing  to  a  greater  percent  with  the  declining  population? 

-  The  State  Technical  Colleges  are  changing  their  program  offerings  to  include  liberal  arts  and  are  becoming  more  competitive.  Plans 
are  in  progress  in  our  community  to  change  the  name  of  Trident  Technical  College  to  Trident  College. 

-  The  College  suffers  from  confusion  due  to  the  similarity  in  the  names  of  Baptist  College  at  Charleston  and  the  College  of  Charleston. 
Consistent  with  these  movements  we  must  examine  all  options  for  improving  the  marketability  of  our  institution.  We  must  make 

every  effort  to  communicate  to  prospective  students  and  friends  that  our  institution  is  a  senior  level,  Christian  liberal  arts  school  which 
offers  graduate  programs  in  Elementary  Education,  Middle  School  Education  and  Secondary  School  Education.  Additionally,  we  will 
be  exploring  the  possibility  of  expanding  our  graduate  programs  in  the  following  areas:  Masters  in  Business,  Masters  in  Educational 
Administration  and  a  Masters  in  Clinical  Counseling. 

In  the  fall  of  1 988  our  Board  of  Trustees  employed  Ingersoll- Williams  and  Associates,  a  marketing  consulting  firm  to  conduct 
research  and  make  recommendations  for  improving  the  College's  marketability  to  prospective  students.  Among  the  recommenda- 
tions, the  firm  strongly  recommended  that  we  consider  changing  the  name  of  the  College  and  moving  the  institution  to  university 
status.  I  have  appointed  a  "Task  Force  on  Becoming  a  University"  which  is  working  with  the  consulting  firm  this  spring  in  this  impor- 
tant effort.  We  are  soliciting  everyone's  suggestions  and  observations  so  that  a  general  consensus  can  be  reached  by  the  conclusion  of 
the  Spring  1990  Semester.  Next  fall,  we  plan  to  submit  our  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  approval  and  then  to  the 
South  Carolina  Baptist  Convention  in  November. 

We  would  like  to  receive  your  thoughts  regarding  the  direction  in  which  we  are  moving.  Please  feel  free  to  write  me  concerning  this 
matter. 

Regardless  of  what  our  name  might  be  in  the  future,  relationship  with  South  Carolina  Baptists  will  not  change.  Be  assured  that  we 
will  remain  committed  to  the  institution's  mission  of  promoting  'Academic  Excellence  in  a  Christian  Environment." 
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Reception  Center  Dream  Evolves 


Leading  Lancaster  citizens  have  committed 
themselves  to  honor  their  native  son  who  has 
served  as  president  of  Baptist  College  for  the  past 
six  years. 

A  campaign  spearheaded  by  Lancaster  devel- 
oper Richard  Blackmon  has  secured  cash  and 
commitments  for  over  $  1 55,000.  The  group

exceeded  the  $  1 50,000  goal  required  to  build  a 
reception  center  on  the  Baptist  College  campus 

The  one-story  facility  will  include  a  visitors' 
reception  area,  admissions  counselor  station, 
communications  center  and  the  public  safety 
operation. 

Blackmon,  a  member  of  the  college's  Board  of 
Visitors,  learned  of  the  need  and  initiated  the  idea 
of  how  it  could  be  funded.  He  contacted  friends  of 
Baptist  College  President  Jairy  C.  Hunter,  Jr.  and  he 
began  to  conduct  meetings  in  1988  at  Lancaster. 
The  Lancaster  News  recognized  "home-town 
native  Buddy  Hunter"  in  editorials  during  April, 
1987  and  May,  1988. 

"The  enthusiasm  of  Blackmon  and  others  has 
made  this  dream  come  true,"  says  Arthur  Ellis,  vice 
president  for  development.  "This  is  the  first  con- 
struction project  started  at  Baptist  College  since  Dr. 
Hunter  became  president.  The  beautiful  thing  is 
that  it  will  be  debt  free." 

"In  my  18  years  in  higher  education  this  is  the 
most  rewarding  experience  I've  had,"  says  Hunter 
"It  is  heartening  that  our  friends  from  the  Red  Rose 
City  want  to  construct  this  much  needed  center  on 
my  behalf  ."

BCC  Supporters  Respond  to  Challenge  Gift 


A  $40,000  pre-Christmas  challenge  gift  from  an 
anonymous  donor  yielded  nearly  $400,000  for 
Baptist  College  at  Charleston. 

The  special  friend  of  Baptist  College  offered  to 
give  $ 1  for  every  $3  committed  up  to  $  1 20,000  by 
college  supporters  during  December. 

Those  responding  to  the  challenge  committed 
$348,374  and  the  anonymous  donor's  $40,000 


brought  the  total  to  $388,374. 

President  Jairy  C.  Hunter,  Jr.,  says,  "This 
response  is  indicative  of  the  dynamic  interest  and 
genuine  support  that  individuals  have  for  our 
college." 

"This  challenge  came  at  an  opportune  time  to 
support  our  annual  fund  drive  and  to  assist  with 
the  damage  Hurricane  Hugo  caused  on  our  cam- 


pus. Our  current  estimates  stand  at  $3  5  million  in 
physical  property  and  equipment  losses.  We  are 
negotiating  with  our  insurance  adjusters  for  funds 
to  cover  most  of  our  losses,"  says  Hunter,  "Unfor- 
tunately, there  will  be  a  sizable  burden  not  covered 
by  insurance  that  will  fall  on  our  current  operating 
budget."

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Drowota  Recognized  For  Skill,  Sensitivity 


Dr.  Carol  J.  Drowota,  Associate  Professor  of 
English  was  honored  at  the  May,  1 989,  graduation 
ceremonies  as  the  1989-90  recipient  of  the  Baptist 
College  Excellence-in-Training  Award.  This  was  Dr. 
Drowota 's  second  campus- wide  award.  In  1 986, 
she  received  the  Baptist  College's  first  annual 
Faculty  Merit  Award. 

Dr.  Drowota  is  recognized  by  students,  faculty 
and  administrators  for  her  skill  and  sensitivity  as  a 
teacher  and  her  commitment  to  institutional  and 
community  service. 

As  a  teacher,  she  has  provided  stimulating 
instruction  and  patient  attention  to  a  remarkable 
variety  of  students.  Besides  teaching  freshman, 
sophomore,  and  advanced  English  courses,  she 
has  also  been  heavily  involved  in  the  college's 
nationally  recognized  Foundations  Studies 
Program  and  its  new  graduate  program.  As  Rose  E. 
Boston,  Baptist  College  Director  of  Academic 
Advising,  has  remarked,  "Dr.  Drowota  is  one  of 
those  unusual  people  who  is  able  to  teach  the  slow 
learner  as  well  as  the  gifted  student." 

In  the  classroom,  she  displays  an  unusual  mix  of 
firmness  and  compassion.  Students  find  her 
challenging  and  stimulating,  but  also  remark  on 
her  warmth  and  rapport.  One  of  her  students 
recently  described  her  this  way:  "She  is  extremely 
knowledgeable  in  her  field  of  English,  and  I  never 
left  her  class  without  feeling  that  I  had  learned 
something.  She  expressed  her  own  opinions 
confidently  (and  often  with  a  droll  sense  of 
humor),  but  she  also  encouraged  her  students  to 
think  and  was  always  willing  to  listen  to  another 
viewpoint.  She  challenged  us  to  stretch  beyond 
the  mediocre." 

Dr.  Drowota  believes  that  her  experience  as  a 
student  has  had  a  direct  effect  on  her  approach  to 
teaching.  "I  remember  two  teachers  as  influencing 
me  strongly,"  she  says.  "One  was  Dr.  Irvin  Wallace, 
my  English  teacher  at  the  High  School  of  Charles- 
ton. In  many  ways,  he  was  a  terror.  He  was  harsh 
and  strict.  He  intimidated  and  instilled  fear  in  me 
But  he  also  made  me  want  to  learn  and  to  explore 
the  full  reaches  of  my  potential.  He  taught  me  to  be 
critical,  to  refuse  to  believe  everything  that  I  heard 
and  read. 

"Another  teacher  I  remember  fondly  is  Dr. 
Calhoun  Winton,  who  served  as  my  dissertation 
director  at  the  University  of  South  Carolina.  In 
some  ways  he  was  the  opposite  of  Dr.  Wallace, 
very  easy-going  and  compassionate,  a  real  Virginia 
gentleman." 

Dr.  Drowota  has  tried  to  incorporate  something 
from  each  of  these  models  in  her  own  teaching. 
"Perhaps  I  have  geared  myself  more  to  the 
compassionate  and  caring  approach  of  Calhoun 
Winton,  but  I  haven't  forgotten  that  students  can 
also  respond  positively  to  the  kind  of 
uncompromising  demands  for  excellence  made  by 
Dr.  Wallace." 


Dr.  Carol  Drowota 
Early  in  her  own  educational  career,  Dr. 
Drowota  had  no  desire  to  become  a  teacher.  "I 
wanted  to  be  a  medical  doctor  or  a  chemist,"  she 
says,  "but  my  experience  in  college  showed  me 
that  I  had  better  skills  and  ability  in  languages. 
When  I  decided  to  become  an  English  teacher,  I 
knew  I  was  entering  a  career  that  wouldn't  be  as 
lucrative  as  some,  but  I  can  remember  telling  my 
father  that  I  felt  a  teaching  career  would  allow  me 
to  grow  while  I  was  helping  other  people  grow." 

In  her  thirteen  years  at  Baptist  College,  Dr. 
Drowota  has  distinguished  herself  in  faculty 
service  just  as  much  as  she  had  in  teaching.  She  has 
been  a  perennial  member  of  the  college's  Faculty 
Senate,  once  as  Chairman.  She  was  also  the 
Co-Chairman  of  President  Hunter's  Inauguration 
Committee,  a  difficult  and  time-consuming  task 
that  earned  her  a  Resolution  of  Appreciation  by 


the  Baptist  College  Board  of  Trustees. 

Dr.  Drowota  s  dedication  to  service  has  also 
extended  beyond  the  Baptist  College  community. 
She  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Freshman  English 
Section  of  the  South  Atlantic  Modern  Language 
Association  and  as  a  poetry  judge  for  the  National 
League  of  Pen  Women.  She  is  presently  an  advisor 
for  the  South  Carolina  Board  of  Education's 
Writing  Advisory  Council,  and  she  also  evaluates 
Advanced  Placement  essays  for  the  Education 
Testing  Service. 

Dr.  Drowota  is  a  member  of  St.  Johannes 
Lutheran  Church  in  Charleston,  where  she  serves 
on  the  Church  Council,  a  body  responsible  for 
church  governance  and  financial  policy. 

During  her  years  at  Baptist  College,  Dr.  Drowota 
has  been  a  positive  influence  on  the  college  both 
as  a  professional  educator  and  a  person.  As  her 
department  chairman.  Dr.  George  Niketas,  puts  it, 
"Dr.  Drowota  has  the  one  quality  that  I  consider 
most  important  in  a  human  being:  she  is 
approachable'.  She  always  has  time  to  talk  to 
anyone  about  anything  or  to  hear  from  anyone 
about  his  personal  problems.  In  good  times  and  in 
bad,  she  has  been  a  friend  to  many  a  person  here  at 
Baptist  College  and  in  the  community." 

Drowota  was  one  of  three  Baptist  College 
professors  nominated  for  the 
Excellence-in-Teaching  Award  by  vote  of  the 
faculty  last  spring.  The  Academic  Affairs 
Committee  of  the  Baptist  College  Board  of 
Trustees  chose  her  as  the  winner.  The  award 
carries  a  cash  prize  of  $500  established  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees.

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Faculty  Engaged  in  Variety  of  Projects 


Baptist  College  faculty  members  are  presently 
engaged  in  a  variety  of  research  projects. 

Dr.  A.J.  Conyers,  chairman  of  the  religion 
department,  is  preparing  a  book  on  the  loss  of  the 
sense  of  transcendence  in  modern  life  Tentatively 
entitled  The  Dimming  of  Heaven,  the  book  deals 
with  the  problems  that  arise  when  values  become 
increasingly  secular,  causing  people  to  concern 
themselves  more  with  the  things  of  this  world 
than  values  that  are  transcendent  and  eternal.  This 
will  be  Conyers'  fourth  book.  His  first  book,  How 
to  Read  the  Bible,  has  recently  been  translated  into 
Korean. 

Dr.  Loren  Radford,  Professor  of  Physics  and 
Computer  Science,  is  writing  a  textbook  on  artifi- 
cial intelligence.  His  book  will  acquaint  readers 
with  a  new  "descriptive"  computer  language  that 
allows  computers  to  use  artificial  intelligence  to 
choose  methods  for  solving  problems.  Radford  is 
also  writing  applications  software,  including  a 
program  that  will  provide  faculty  advisors  with 
information  to  help  students  choose  course  sched- 
ules. 

Dr.  Bob  Clay,  chairman  of  the  mathematics 
department,  is  writing  instructional  materials  for 
high  school  and  college  mathematics  teachers. 
The  purpose  of  these  materials  is  to  acquaint 
teachers  with  the  theoretical  basis  for  functions 
taught  in  courses  such  as  calculus. 

Dr.  Maria  Dunham,  director  of  the  Founda- 
tions Studies  Program,  recently  finished  an  article 
on  attitudes  toward  reading  among  students  in  the 
Foundations  Studies  Program.  The  article  is  based 
on  the  results  of  questionnaires,  reading  journals, 
and  four  in-depth  case  studies.  Dr.  Dunham  identi- 
fies factors  that  cause  developmental  students  to 
have  problems  with  reading  and  suggests  ways  of 
dealing  with  these  problems 

Another  professor  in  the  Foundations  Studies 
Program,  Laura  Knotts,  has  developed  ways  of 
using  improvisation  in  the  classroom  to  help 
students  develop  confidence  in  themselves  as 
writers.  She  has  found  that  classroom  improvisa- 
tion can  form  strong  peer  bonds,  break  down 
writer's  block,  and  help  form  a  community  of 
writers  in  the  classroom.  Knotts  shared  the  meth- 
ods she  has  developed  in  improvisation  at  the 
national  meeting  of  the  National  Council  of  Teach- 
ers of  English.

Dr.  Bob  Crout  of  the  history  department  is 
doing  research  on  the  Marquis  de  Lafayette,  the 
French  nobleman  who  fought  alongside  American 
colonists  against  the  British  during  the  American 
Revolution.  An  international  authority  on  General 
Lafayette,  Crout  is  now  finishing  a  six-volume 
edition  of  Lafayette's  correspondence  with  friends 
and  acquaintances  in  America  He  is  also  working 
on  a  biography  of  Lafayette  and  a  book  on  his  use 
of  revolutionary  language. 

Dr.  Susan  Kelley  of  the  psychology  depart- 
ment has  prepared  a  paper  on  creative  thinking 
that  she  will  present  at  the  Southeastern  Confer- 
ence on  the  Teaching  of  Psychology.  Her  article 
looks  at  creative  thinking  from  a  behavioral  per- 
spective. Kelley  shows  that  educators  need  to 
define  what  they  mean  by  creative  thinking  by 
identifying  the  types  of  behavior  that  demonstrate 
creativity 

Dr.  Carol  Ricketts  of  the  education  depart- 
ment has  developed  and  written  a  section  for  an 
instructional  quarterly  published  by  the  Southern 
Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  in  Nashville,  Tennes- 
see. Entitled  "Successful  Living  for  Singles,"  Dr. 
Ricketts'  material  will  be  distributed  to  Southern 
Baptist  Churches  nationwide  Dr.  Ricketts  has 
conducted  teacher-training  workshops  and  pre- 
pared audio-visual  materials  supporting  the  mate- 
rial.

Dean  of  Students,  has  recently  published  an  article 
entitled  "Faculty  Commitment  to  the  University: 
Influences  and  Issues."  This  article,  which 
appeared  in  The  Review  of  Higher  Education, 
examines  factors  that  encourage  or  discourage  the 
commitment  of  faculty  to  the  welfare  of  their 
institutions. 

The  National  Science  Foundation  recently 
announced  that  it  will  fund  a  research  project  to 
be  carried  out  by  four  members  of  the  Baptist 
College  faculty.  The  project  will  involve  a  study  of 
disaster  preparedness  in  the  Charleston  area  during 
and  after  Hurricane  Hugo 

Faculty  involved  in  the  grant  will  gather  infor- 
mation on  the  perceived  effectiveness  of  govern- 
mental services  in  the  aftermath  of  the  hurricane. 
They  will  also  try  to  determine  whether  informa- 
tion provided  in  earthquake  preparedness  semi- 
nars sponsored  by  Baptist  College  geology 
professor  Joyce  Bagwell  were  useful  to  participants 
during  Hurricane  Hugo.  Professor  Bagwell  hopes 
that  information  gathered  will  help  her  in  directing 
disaster  preparedness  sessions  in  the  future. 

Professors  participating  in  this  study  will 
include  Professor  Bagwell,  Dr.  Susan  Kelley  of  the 
psychology  department,  Dr.  Xavier  Retnam  of  the 
mathematics  department,  and  Laura  Knotts  of  the 
Foundations  Studies  Program.  Dr.  Charles  Fopel,  a 
sociologist  at  Auburn  University,  will  also  partici- 
pate in  the  study. 
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Kathy  Is  Another  Word  For  Caring 


When  we  think  of  family  ...when  we  think  of 
caring  at  Baptist  College. ..we  think  of  Kathy  Wade, 
winner  of  the  1989  Staff  Merit  Award. 

For  over  eleven  years  Mrs.  Wade  has  been 
postmaster  at  Baptist  College.  At  first  she  was  the 
only  fulltime  postal  employee.  Later  the  college 
added  a  fulltime  assistant  to  serve  with  numerous 
work  study  students.  Tens  of  thousands  of  mes- 
sages are  mailed  and  received  by  the  BCC  Post 
Office  month  after  month.  It  has  come  a  long  way 
since  the  days  when  the  maintenance  staff  deliv- 
ered the  mail. 

Wade  works  to  develop  a  high  level  of  profes- 
sionalism at  the  BCC  postal  facility.  She  is  a  leader 
in  the  Greater  Charleston  Postal  Customer  Coun- 
cil. She  has  served  four  times  as  council  co- 
chairman.  The  six  times  a  year  meetings  update 
postal  personnel  on  "how  we  can  do  things  bet- 
ter," says  Wade.  Every  July  a  two-day  seminar  is 
held  to  upgrade  postal  service. 

Aside  from  her  professionalism  in  the  U.S.  Postal 
Service,  Wade  has  worked  as  a  wedding  coordina- 
tor, helping  couples  through  a  wedding  until  they 
leave  on  their  honeymoon.  This  has  been  a  sort  of 
a  hobby,  performed  mostly  in  church  weddings. 

Kathy  also  keeps  the  books  for  her  husband's 
business,  Omni  Research  of  Summerville.  Hus- 
band Harold  Wade  owns  Omni  Research,  which 
provides  sales  and  service  for  electric  trolling 
motors,  marine  radios  and  depth  finders  Primarily 
they  serve  fishermen 

The  Wades  met  in  Alcoa,  Tennessee,  Kathy  s 
hometown,  while  Harold  was  still  in  the  U.S.  Air 
Force.  After  graduating  from  Alcoa  High  School, 
Kathy  studied  at  Mansfield  Business  College 

Kathy  and  Harold  celebrated  their  35th  anniver- 
sary in  November.  Two  of  their  four  sons  are 
Baptist  College  graduates.  Alan,  an  engineer,  lives 
in  Edgefield.  Scott,  who  also  graduated  from 
Southeastern  Theological  Seminary,  serves  as 
minister  of  music  at  First  Baptist  Church,  Washing- 
ton, North  Carolina.

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Making 
The  Right 
Decisions

An  education  at  Baptist  College  is  designed  not 
only  to  teach  students  how  to  do  things,  but  to  do 
the  right  things.  As  Professor  Stan  Ricketts  of  the 
business  administration  department  puts  it,  "It  is 
better  to  do  the  right  thing  than  to  do  things  right " 
Baptist  College's  commitment  to  "academic 
excellence  in  a  Christian  environment"  naturally 
involves  an  emphasis  on  Christian  values  and 
ethics. 

People  in  the  business  world  are  faced  with 
ethical  dilemmas  every  day,  and  many  times  they 
make  the  wrong  decisions.  Baptist  College's 
educational  philosophy  is  that  students  need  to  be 
trained  to  think  ethically  so  that  when  they  are 
faced  by  an  ethically  challenging  situation,  they 
will  make  a  responsible  decision. 

Dr.  A  J.  Conyers,  chairman  of  Baptist  College's 
religion  department,  says  that  instruction  in  ethics 


can  be  a  crucial  part  of  the  college  curriculum 
"Classes  place  an  emphasis  on  values  and  ethics 
any  time  they  contribute  to  a  better  understanding 
of  what  is  a  true  goal  in  life  and  the  true  character 
of  life,"  he  says.  "With  some  courses  like  religion, 
philosophy,  and  political  science,  values  and  ethics 
are  a  natural  component.  But  in  other  courses  the 
importance  of  ethics  is  shown  in  the  way  the  class 
is  taught  ." 

Conyers  says  that  professors  demonstrate  ethics 
when  they  show  concern  for  their  students' 
performance  and  encourage  them  to  do  well. 
"Values  and  ethics  have  to  do  with  the  way  we 
live,"  he  says.  "They  relate  to  the  character  of  life. 
Values  and  ethics  are  important  because  life  is 
important." 

"A  college  education  should  give  a  reason  for 
being  passionately  engaged  in  life  and  expending 
one's  self  in  some  worthy  cause,"  he  continues. 
"This  is  what  we  are  trying  to  do  at  Baptist 
College." 

Values  and  ethics  are  important  outside  as  well 
as  inside  the  classroom  at  Baptist  College.  Clubs 
and  organizations  on  campus  get  students 
involved  in  activities  that  are  not  only  fun,  but  also 
helpful  to  others. 

The  college's  pastor  in  residence  program  allows 
students  to  learn  from  pastors  who  come  to  live  on 
campus.  These  pastors  speak  to  various  groups  on 
campus  and  meet  personally  with  students  to  talk 
to  them  about  matters  involving  values  and  ethics. 

Baptist  College's  annual  lecture  series  on  values 
and  ethics  has  been  exploring  ethical  issues  for  five 
years.  Past  series  have  examined  topics  as  ethics  in 
the  business  world  and  the  world  of  medicine. 
This  year,  the  theme  was  "Public  Values  and  The 
Arts."  The  college's  required  weekly  convocation 
also  offers  helpful  and  practical  programs  on 
values  and  ethics. 

As  religion  professor  Tom  Guerry  puts  it, 
"Because  Baptist  College  is  a  Christian  college,  it  is 
important  that  we  pursue  academic  excellence  not 
only  by  developing  values  but  by  testing  them.  It  is 
a  function  of  a  well-rounded  curriculum  like  ours 
to  develop  critical  thinking  skills  in  class  by  asking 
students  to  examine  and  reflect  upon  the  values 
that  we  embrace  and  move  toward  developing 
even  more  positive  values." 


Jerry  Stevens  of  Baptist  College's  development 
department  believes  that  an  emphasis  on  values 
and  ethics  is  essential  in  a  world  in  which  all 
ethical  systems  seem  to  be  breaking  down.  "The 
failure  of  values  and  ethics  in  America  is  becoming 
more  and  more  apparent,"  he  says.  "The  newspa- 
pers tell  us  every  day  about  one  scandal  after 
another  As  future  leaders  of  America,  young 
people  need  to  realize  that  the  only  way  to  pro- 
mote sound  government  and  retain  freedom  is 
through  a  foundation  of  solid  moral  values  and 
ethics  that  is  practiced  on  a  day  to  day  basis." 

In  the  morally  confusing  world  of  the  late 
twentieth  century,  an  emphasis  on  ethics  has 
practical  as  well  as  spiritual  value.  As  professor 
Conyers  puts  it,  "At  Baptist  College,  we  want  our 
students  to  be  prepared  to  face  the  world.  We  want 
to  give  them  the  kind  of  knowledge  that  will  help 
them  make  responsible  ethical  decisions." 
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Wellness  Lifestyle  Growing

Wellness,  one  of  the  "life  preparation  concepts" 
for  Baptist  College  students,  is  becoming  increas- 
ingly a  part  of  the  campus  lifestyle. 

"Wellness  is  the  in  thing,"  says  Chuck  Welty, 
assistant  athletic  director,  who  was  able  to  renovate 
the  college  weight  room  into  a  wellness  center 
through  the  help  of  alumnus  Michael  Frost  and  the 
assistance  of  physical  education  majors. 

Steve  Blanchard,  assistant  coach  and  recruiter 
for  the  club  football  team,  says,  "Today  it  is  not 
uncommon  to  pick  up  a  newspaper  or  magazine 
and  read  something  about  health  awareness  in 
America.  People  are  realizing  that  physical  fitness  is 
important  People  are  also  gaining  a  consciousness 
about  their  personal  health  habits." 

"The  National  Center  of  Health  Statistics  reports 
that  a  third  of  the  population  is  considered  over- 
weight by  the  health  standards.  Wellness  centers 
are  becoming  increasingly  popular  across  the 
nation.  The  centers  are  very  beneficial  because 
they  heighten  health  awareness  and  promote 
physical  fitness  in  both  children  and  adults." 

Welty  says,  "Every  industry  or  educational 
facility  can  be  more  productive  and  cost  effective 
if  the  employees  are  well  and  are  capable  of  work- 
ing to  their  full  potential " 

"Our  weight  room  is  available  to  all  students, 
not  just  our  athletes,"  says  Welty. 
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But  it  was  memories  of  a  Baptist  College  coach, 
Jim  Settle,  that  inspired  Michael  Frost  to  put  finan- 
cial muscle  behind  the  wellness  concept. 

"My  desire  to  give  was  created  from  what  I 
received  from  the  college  and  especially  coach  Jim 
Settle's  impact  on  my  life,"  says  Frost.  Settle 
coaches  the  Buc  track  and  cross  country  teams. 

"The  greatest  quality  of  coach  Settle  is  under- 
standing. He  was  a  stabilizing  influence  in  shaping 
and  molding  my  life  while  at  Baptist  College,"  says 
Frost.  "It  is  the  kind  of  effort  coach  Settle  gives  to 
his  players  daily  that  makes  his  mark  within  the 
lives  of  students." 


Danny  Russo,  who  conducts  corporate  wellness 
centers  in  many  states,  told  a  group  on  campus, 
"You  need  to  make  yourself  aware  of  the  things 
that  your  body  needs  to  function  to  your  highest 
potential.  Find  the  right  vitamins,  eat  the  right 
foods,  and  leave  out  as  much  sodium  as  possible." 

Other  visiting  speakers  have  addressed  students 
on  good  mental  health. 

"Wellness  is  a  buzz  word  right  now,"  says  Welty, 
"I  am  glad  Baptist  College  has  chosen  to  place  a 
strong  longterm  emphasis  on  keeping  the  body 
and  the  mind  fit." 
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Leadership. .  .The  Art  Of  Human  Relations

Another  of  Baptist  College's  five  life-preparation 
concepts  is  leadership.  President  Jairy  C.  Hunter, 
Jr.,  says  that  the  Baptist  College  curriculum  is 
designed  so  that  all  Baptist  College  graduates  will 
develop  the  ability  to  lead  and  cooperate  with 
others. 

"In  stressing  leadership,  we  are  promoting  the 
idea  of  teamwork  in  interpersonal  relations," 
Hunter  says.  "Many  employers  tell  me  that  people 
often  lose  their  jobs  not  because  they  are  unedu- 
cated or  incompetent  but  because  they  can't  get 
along  with  people.  At  Baptist  College,  we  try  to 
teach  students  that  they  are  going  to  have  to  learn 
to  get  along  with  other  people  or  they're  not  going 
to  have  a  job." 

One  recent  graduate,  past  SGA  President  Ken- 
neth Pruitt,  feels  that  he  learned  valuable  lessons 
about  leadership  during  his  years  at  Baptist  Col- 
lege. "My  role  as  a  campus  leader  gave  me  the 
opportunity  to  communicate  and  make  ethical 
decisions,"  he  says. 

Rene  Glenn,  the  past  vice-president  of  the  SGA, 
also  feels  that  her  experience  at  Baptist  College  has 
provided  excellent  opportunities  for  leadership. 
"My  experience  at  Baptist  College  gave  me  the 
opportunity  to  learn  to  make  decisions  and  work 


with  other  people  —  not  just  the  students,  but  the 
administrators  as  well,"  she  says.  Glenn  feels  that 
her  involvement  in  the  SGA  has  prepared  her  to 


enter  the  working  world  as  a  Baptist  College 
graduate. 

Cliff  Marshall  is  another  of  Baptist  College's 
student  leaders  who  values  the  experience  in 
leadership  he  has  gained  at  Baptist  College.  Mar- 
shall, who  has  served  as  president  of  the  Christian 
service  fraternity  Phi  Kappa  Phi,  believes  that 
Baptist  College's  relatively  small  size  provides

Commitment  to  a  life  of  service  is  a  key  compo- 
nent of  an  education  at  Baptist  College.  Many 
opportunities  for  learning  the  value  of  service 
come  from  the  college's  campus  fraternities, 
sororities  and  clubs. 

Baptist  College  requires  that  all  clubs  and  frater- 
nities complete  service  projects.  Kisa  Mayo,  a 
member  of  Baptist  College's  Psi  Delta  Phi  sorority, 
feels  this  is  appropriate  for  a  Christian  institution. 
"By  engaging  in  service,  we  are  not  only  saying 
that  we  are  Christians.  We  are  also  acting  as  such. 
We  are  letting  others  know  that  we  aren't  doing 
these  things  for  fun,  but  because  we  want  to 
demonstrate  God's  love  through  our  actions." 

Mayo,  a  Baptist  College  junior,  works  with 
fellow  members  of  Psi  Delta  Phi  at  the  North 
Charleston  Convalescent  Center.  "We  try  to  get  to 
know  the  patients  and  let  them  know  we  care," 
she  says.  Since  Mayo  hopes  to  become  a  doctor  in 
physical  therapy,  she  feels  that  this  experience 
helps  her  understand  the  kinds  of  challenges  she 
will  have  to  face  in  her  career. 

Mayo  also  believes  that  her  work  at  the  convales- 
cent center  provides  a  chance  to  learn  about 
teamwork.  "When  our  sorority  tries  to  help  oth- 
ers, we  have  to  work  together  as  a  unit,"  she  says. 
"We  also  get  the  chance  to  learn  about  people  who 
have  needs  they  can't  meet  alone." 

Rick  Brewer,  assistant  to  the  president  at  the 
college,  supports  students'  involvement  in  com- 
munity outreach  programs.  In  one  such  program, 
the  Woodside  Wood  view  Manor  project,  students 
work  with  children  who  live  in  an  area  plagued  by 
gang  violence  and  drug  abuse.  They  hold  Bible 
study  with  these  children  and  lead  them  in  recrea- 
tional activities. 

Heather  Ray,  a  junior  at  Baptist  College,  is  one  of 
the  students  involved  in  this  project.  "The  world 
seems  to  be  trying  to  teach  these  children  that  they 
can  find  love  in  drugs,  alcohol,  and  sex,"  Ray  says. 
"I  just  want  them  to  know  that  God  is  love  and  I 
love  them." 

Ray  says  that  these  children  live  in  confusing 
circumstances.  Many  have  divorced  parents  and 
brothers  and  sisters  who  belong  to  gangs.  "A  lot  of 
these  children  don't  go  to  church,  have  never  been 
to  church,  and  don't  have  the  means  to  go  to 
church,"  she  says.  "This  gives  us  a  chance  to  show 
them  God  through  us  and  our  love  for  them." 

Monte  Kuykendall,  a  religion  major  at  Baptist 
College,  serves  his  community  through  working 
with  Baptist  Student  Union  revival  teams.  Kuyken- 
dall feels  that  God  uses  this  service  to  help  his 
group  "plant  seeds  in  people  and  spread  God's 
word,  which  is  the  greatest  service  you  can  do  for 
someone."  He  also  says  that  the  experience  is 
giving  him  valuable  practice  in  speaking  to  congre- 


gations and  working  with  young  people.  "It's  easy 
to  talk  to  an  adult  who  is  mature  in  his  Christian 
faith,"  Kuykendall  says,  "but  it's  so  hard  to  teach  a 
child  who  had  no  understanding  of  God." 

Candace  Fender,  president  of  the  College's 
Chapter  of  Baptist  Young  Women,  sees  many 
opportunities  for  service  both  on  and  off  campus. 
She  feels  BYW  projects  help  her  learn  to  work 
with  others.  "When  we  work  together  for  a  com- 
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mon  goal,  we  bond  together  and  work  as  one  for 
the  glorification  of  God,"  she  says.  Fender  feels 
that  the  BYW's  mission  projects  gives  her  a  sense 
of  pride  in  having  done  something  for  the  Lord  as 
well  as  preparing  her  for  a  life  of  leadership  and 
service.  "As  a  leader,  service  teaches  me  responsi- 
bility," she  says.  "It  helps  me  learn  how  to  relate  to 
people  and  recognize  their  needs." 
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Communicating: 
Knowing  How 
To  Tell  A  Story

Baptist  College  recognizes  that  the  ability  to 
communicate  is  necessary  in  all  fields.  Therefore, 
the  college's  curriculum  is  designed  to  train  stu- 
dents to  communicate  both  through  speech  and  in 
writing.  President  Jairy  C.  Hunter,  Jr.,  sees  effective 
communication  as  essential  in  the  working  world. 
"We're  working  with  our  faculty  to  require  every 
student  to  improve  their  communications  skills  in 
every  class,"  he  says. 

One  way  the  college  is  promoting  communica- 
tions skills  is  through  its  computer  literacy  pro- 
gram. "All  students  who  come  to  Baptist  College 
are  required  to  pass  a  computer  literacy  course," 
Dr.  Hunter  says.  "We  want  them  to  be  able  to  use 
word  processors  and  microcomputers  wherever 
they  go." 

Dr.  S.M.  Mayo,  a  professor  in  the  religion  depart- 
ment, has  been  heavily  involved  in  the  college's 
computer  literacy  program.  He  believes  that 
knowing  how  to  use  computers  increases  effec- 
tiveness in  communication.  "Computers  are  a  part 
of  our  world  and  a  part  of  our  students'  world,"  he 
says.  "Computer  literacy  is  a  tool  that  can  teach 
students  to  communicate  more  effectively." 

Mayo  admits  that  some  students  are  intimidated 
by  computers.  "Every  semester  in  my  computer 
literacy  class,  I  encounter  students  who  are  afraid 
of  computers  because  they  don't  know  how  to  use 
them.  I  try  to  teach  such  students  not  to  fear,  but  to 
engage  and  learn.  I  teach  them  to  use  their  minds 
by  setting  goals,  being  creative,  and  experimenting 
until  they  work  through  problems  and  find  a 
solution." 


Communications  are  also  being  stressed  in 
other  areas  of  the  curriculum.  Dr  Tunis  Romein  of 
the  English  Department  points  out  that  the  busi- 
ness and  professional  world  is  looking  for  gradu- 
ates who  can  write  and  speak  effectively  "Many 
leaders  in  business  and  industry  complain  that 
college  graduates  lack  basic  communication  skills," 
he  says.  "Since  Baptist  College  is  training  future 
leaders  in  the  business  and  professional  world,  our 
responsibility  is  to  prepare  graduates  who  can 
write  and  speak  effectively." 

In  order  to  increase  the  communications  skills 
of  students,  Baptist  College  is  instituting  a  writing- 
across-the-curriculum  program.  This  program  is 
designed  to  give  students  the  skills  they  need  to 
communicate  in  their  specific  field  of  study 

The  writing  across  the  curriculum  concept  is 
based  on  the  belief  that  students  can  receive  the 
most  effective  training  in  writing  from  professors 


in  their  major  fields.  "Ideally,  every  teacher  should 
be  a  writing  teacher,"  Dr.  Romein  says.  "This 
doesn't  mean  that  the  main  thrust  of  every  course 
should  be  to  teach  communication,  but  some 
degree  of  training  in  writing  and  speaking  should 
be  incorporated  into  all  academic  disciplines." 

Romein  believes  that  students  respond  most 
positively  to  writing  instruction  from  teachers  in 
their  major  field  "Students  are  more  likely  to  take 
writing  instruction  seriously  if  they  realize  it  is 
directly  related  to  what  they  are  studying  and  that 
good  writing  is  essential  to  success  on  the  job,"  he 
says. 

In  emphasizing  the  importance  of  communica- 
tion in  all  areas  of  its  curriculum,  Baptist  College  is 
recognizing  its  responsibility  to  society.  "We  are 
training  students  to  become  leaders,"  Romein  says, 
"and  effective  leadership  depends  on  effective 
communicat  ion." 
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Jim  Roberts  Leads  Flourishing  COINS  Program

This  year's  recipient  of  Baptist  College's  Faculty 
Merit  Award  is  Jim  Roberts,  Assistant  Professor  of 
Computer  Science  and  Director  of  the  Institute  of 
Computing  and  Information  Sciences.  Roberts 
was  chosen  for  this  honor  by  the  senior 
administration  from  faculty  members  nominated 
by  the  college's  faculty  and  staff. 

Professor  Roberts  first  arrived  at  Baptist  College 
in  1981  to  be  the  Commander  of  the  college's  Air 
Force  ROTC  unit.  Under  his  leadership,  the  unit 
was  first  in  the  nation  in  recruiting  for  1981  and 
was  in  the  top  ten  percent  for  1982,  1983,  and 
1984.  At  the  end  of  his  term  as  ROTC  Commander, 
Roberts  resigned  from  the  Air  Force  to  take  a 
position  at  Baptist  College  as  a  computer  science 
professor. 

During  his  first  year  as  a  regular  professor, 
Roberts  was  instrumental  in  establishing  Baptist 
College's  campus-wide  computing  program, 
which  included  a  computer  literacy  requirement 
which  was  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  state. 

Roberts  coordinated  the  program  from  his 
position  as  director  of  the  Institute  of  Computing 
and  Information  Science,  or  COINS.  According  to 
Roberts,  at  the  time  the  program  was  initiated, 
conditions  at  the  college  were  far  from  favorable. 

"In  some  ways,"  he  says,  "things  couldn't  have 
been  worse.  A  virtually  complete  change  in  admin- 
istration had  just  taken  place,  with  almost  all  senior 
administrators  being  replaced  by  acting'  person- 
nel. The  college  had  just  declared  a  state  of  finan- 
cial exigency  because  of  a  severe  drop  in 
enrollment,  and  budget  cuts  had  forced  faculty 
and  staff  layoffs.  The  computer  curriculum  that 
was  in  place  lacked  an  institution  focus.  There 
were  no  plans  and  no  institutional  goals  for  com- 
puting." 

Despite  these  difficulties,  Roberts  found  that 
there  were  positive  factors  working  in  favor  of  the 
new  program.  For  one  thing,  newly  arrived  Presi- 
dent Hunter  was  determined  to  strengthen  the 
college's  computing  curriculum.  He  and  Dr.  Ken- 
nerley  Bonnette,  Vice  President  for  Academic 
Affairs,  felt  that  the  addition  of  a  computer  literacy 
program  would  improve  the  quality  and  appeal  of 
education  at  Baptist  College.  Furthermore,  a 
modest  Title  III  grant  had  been  obtained  that 
would  provide  approximately  $60,000  per  year  to 
build  a  computer  literacy  program  for  the  entire 
campus. 

Now,  five  years  later,  the  COINS  program  is 
flourishing.  Roberts  has  managed  to  develop  a 
genuinely  multi-disciplinary  program  involving 
professors  from  across  campus.  For  example, 
professors  from  the  social  sciences  and  the 
humanities  have  become  heavily  involved  in 
teaching  the  Computer  Literacy  courses  now 
required  of  all  college  graduates. 

Roberts  is  pleased  by  how  the  COINS  program 
has  encouraged  unity  of  endeavor  among  the 
various  departments  involved  in  using  computers 
for  instruction.  "COINS  has  provided  a  single 
voice  to  speak  for  the  academic  computing 
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community  It  has  eliminated  redundancies  and 
insured  continuity  throughout  computer 
curriculums." 

Roberts  acknowledges  that  the  Baptist  College 
computer  curriculum  is  not  as  heavily  funded  as 
those  at  larger  state  institutions,  but  the  college 
nevertheless  is  training  graduates  who  compete 
effectively  in  the  job  market  with 
university-trained  graduates. 

"In  many  ways  Baptist  College  graduates  are 
more  effective  because  of  their  liberal  arts 
background,"  he  says.  "They  are  generalists,  not 
just  technicians,  and  this  makes  them  better  able  to 
function  in  a  wider  variety  of  workplace 
situations." 

"I  believe  that  there  is  an  important  niche  in  the 
employment  market  that  Baptist  College  graduates 


can  fill,"  he  says.  "We  are  most  effective  in  training 
students  for  the  small  business  computer 
environment.  Our  students  are  trained  on  an  IBM 
System  36,  which  is  a  computer  used  in  many 
small  businesses." 

Nobody  else  in  South  Carolina  has  a  training 
program  for  small  business  machines,  and  we  are 
getting  a  lot  of  requests  from  local  businesses  that 
use  this  system  to  train  their  employees.  In  fact,  we 
may  soon  start  sending  instructors  to  local  busi- 
nesses to  give  on-site  training  to  employees." 

Roberts  is  pleased  that  computer  instruction  has 
become  so  thoroughly  integrated  into  the  college 
curriculum  "Students  today  must  recognize  that 
knowledge  of  the  computer  is  essential.  Virtually 
every  employer  is  looking  for  computer 
experience,  regardless  of  discipline."

opportunities  for  leadership.  "It  is  up  to  the  indi- 
vidual to  seize  the  great  opportunity  for  leadership 
which  is  presented  to  the  students,"  he  says. 

The  Baptist  College  curriculum  also  provides 
many  opportunities  to  learn  the  art  of  leadership. 
Tammy  Bush,  a  sophomore  at  Baptist  College, 
gives  as  one  example  a  Principles  of  Management 
course  she  took  at  Baptist  College.  "This  class 
taught  me  the  skills  that  I  will  need  to  be  a  leader 
and  also  the  role  of  leaders  in  management,"  she 
says.  "At  the  beginning  of  the  class  I  thought  that  I 
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would  not  be  able  to  use  these  leadership  skills 
until  I  graduated  and  had  a  managerial  position, 
but  as  it  turned  out,  I  am  using  these  leadership 
skills  every  day,  not  only  to  lead  others,  but  more 
importantly,  to  cooperate  with  others." 

Leadership  is  an  important  focus  of  the  Baptist 
College  curriculum  because  if  students  do  not 
learn  to  cooperate  with  others  and  to  take  charge 
and  be  a  leader,  other  knowledge  they  have  gained 
at  Baptist  College  may  go  to  waste. 


Baptist  College  To  Offer  MBA  Program 


The  Baptist  College  at  Charleston  continues  to 
expand  its  graduate  programs  with  the  announce- 
ment of  plans  to  offer  a  Master  of  Business  Admin- 
istration beginning  in  the  fall  of  this  year. 

The  program  is  designed  to  provide  students 
with  the  opportunity  to  advance  their  business 
studies  as  they  relate  to  the  changing  forces  within 
the  business  community 

According  to  Dr.  Douglas  Goodwin,  Chairman 
of  the  Business  Department  at  Baptist  College,  the 
need  for  an  MBA  program  became  evident  when  a 
research  survey  was  conducted  in  1989.  Goodwin 
says  the  department  has  received  over  490  positive 
responses  to  the  survey. 

"I  have  been  pleasantly  surprised  by  the 
response  of  the  corporate  community.  The  college 
looks  forward  to  serving  the  current  and  future 
needs  of  the  business  community  in  the  Greater 
Charleston  area,"  says  Goodwin 

The  program  will  target  mid-  or  top-level  man- 
agement executives  who  are  interested  in  further- 
ing their  careers  within  a  corporate  structure. 

Dr.  Goodwin  says  the  program  will  be  unique 
because  it  will  offer  electives  that  are  flexible. 
Goodwin  added  that  Baptist  College  is  strategically 
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located  near  Interstate  26  and  is  in  an  area  that  is 
experiencing  tremendous  commercial  and  resi- 
dential growth. 

According  to  Baptist  College  President,  Jairy  C. 
Hunter,  Jr.,  the  business  community  has  expressed 
a  need  for  an  MBA  program  in  the  North  area  for 
some  time.  However,  he  says  that  his  primary  goal 
when  he  came  to  the  college  was  to  upgrade  the 
existing  undergraduate  business  programs,  and 
having  done  that  over  the  past  six  years,  he  feels 
that  the  college  is  in  an  excellent  position  to  offer 
the  Master  of  Business  Administration. 

'As  a  professor  of  management  in  the  depart- 
ment, I  believe  the  undergraduate  program  will  be 
enhanced  significantly  as  we  begin  the  graduate 
program  in  business." 


Dasher  Puts  Sparkle  in  Crest 


When  Proctor  and  Gamble  wanted  to  develop  a 
pigment  for  a  new  children's  toothpaste,  they 
turned  to  EM  Industries,  an  international  company 
that  produces  specialized  pigments.  Wayne 
Dasher,  a  1 98 1  Baptist  College  graduate  who  now 
works  as  a  research  chemist  for  EM  Industries  in 
Savannah,  Ga.,  was  given  the  assignment  of  mak- 
ing the  new  toothpaste  "sparkle." 

The  result  was  Sparkle  Crest,  a  children's  tooth- 
paste now  being  sold  nationwide.  To  produce  the 
sparkling  effect,  Dasher  created  the  largest  pig- 
ment particles  ever  developed  by  EM  Industries.  "I 
just  took  what  knowledge  I  had  and  came  up  with 
a  solution  to  the  problem,"  Dasher  says. 

"The  pigment  particles  are  made  of  mica," 
Dasher  says.  "The  individual  particles  are  large 
enough  to  see,  although  they  can't  be  felt  in  the 
mouth.  And  in  using  mica,  we  weren't  adding 
anything  new  to  the  toothpaste.  It  is  already  used 
in  most  toothpastes  as  a  polishing  agent." 


Dasher  says  that  producing  pigments  for  Sparkle 
Crest  is  only  a  "very  small  part"  of  EM  Industry's 
production.  "We  make  'pearlescent'  pigments  for 
all  kinds  of  products  from  cosmetics  to  plastics  in 
cars.  We've  even  produced  a  sparkley  suntan 
lotion.  If  you  see  anything  that  looks  pearly  or 
sparkley,  it  probably  has  one  of  our  pigments  in  it  ." 

Dasher  majored  in  professional  chemistry  when 
at  Baptist  College.  "I  have  very  good  memories  of 
Baptist  College,"  he  says.  "If  I  had  attended  a  large 
university,  I  don't  think  I  would  have  gotten  the 
kind  of  individual  attention  I  received  from  Dr. 
Odom,  Dr.  Bonnette,  and  Dr.  Hudson  when  I  was 
at  Baptist  College." 

Dasher  has  been  working  at  EM  Industries  for 
four  years.  He  was  recently  promoted  to  a  supervi- 
sory position  in  the  company.

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English  Professor  Active  In  Literary  Criticism 


An  article  by  Dr.  Lionel  Lackey  of  the  Baptist 
College  English  Department  was  published  in  the 
January,  1990,  edition  of  the  South  Atlantic 
Review. 

The  article,  "Redemption  and  The  Damnation 
of  Theron  Ware,  "  is  an  analysis  of  the  most 
famous  novel  of  Harold  Frederic,  a  late-mneteenth- 
century  American  realist.  Dr.  Lackey  argues  in  the 
article  that  Frederic  meant  Theron,  the  erring 
clerical  protagonist  in  the  novel,  to  be  a  sympa- 
thetic character  and  that  the  ambiguous  ending  of 
the  novel  offers  hope  for  his  intellectual  and 
spiritual  growth. 

Dr.  Lackey  is  particularly  interested  in  religious 
themes  in  the  novels  of  Sir  Walter  Scott.  Two  years 
ago  Studies  in  the  Not  'el  published  his  article,  '  'The 
Monastery  and  The  Abbot:  Scott's  Religious  Dialec- 
tics," an  analysis  of  the  patterns  of  religious  growth 
in  the  heroes  of  the  two  novels  by  Scott. 

Currently,  Dr.  Lackey  is  completing  another 
article  on  Sir  Walter  Scott:  "Vainly  Expected  Messi- 
ahs: Christianity,  Chivalry,  and  Charity  in 
IvanhoeV  This  article  shows  that  Scott  viewed  the 
religion  of  the  Middle  Ages  as  narrow  and  superfi- 
cial, not  producing  lasting  good  to  society. 

Dr.  Lackey  has  served  in  Baptist  College's 
English  Department  since  1967,  but  he  does  not 
confine  himself  to  teaching  and  writing  about 


literature.  His  first  love  has  always  been  music,  and 
over  the  last  fifteen  years,  he  has  composed  over  a 
dozen  operas. 

His  operas  have  been  performed  at  a  number  of 
colleges  and  universities  nationwide,  including  the 
University  of  Wisconsin,  the  University  of 
Nebraska,  Edinboro  State  College,  Denison  Uni- 
versity, the  Llniversity  of  North  Carolina  at  Greens- 
boro, and  Jacksonville  University. 

"I  am  self-taught  as  a  composer,"  Dr.  Lackey  says, 
"but  I  have  learned  the  traditional,  orthodox  rules 
of  harmony  and  counterpoint  and  adhere  to  them 
at  a  time  when  freedom  from  these  rules  is  in 
vogue."  Dr.  Lackey  describes  his  music  as  "tonal 
and  rather  tuneful." 

His  operas  are  usually  small  in  scale.  "My  works 
are  chamber  operas  —  not  full-scale  works 
intended  for  performance  in  major  theaters.  They 
range  in  length  from  fifteen  minutes  to  slightly 
over  an  hour  and  are  intended  for  small  groups 
and  college  opera  workshops.  I  always  write  my 
own  librettos." 

One  of  his  operas,  Follow  Me  Where,  is  an 
original  story  dealing  with  a  young  man  who  is 
goaded  by  his  friend  to  commit  murder  and  then  is 
driven  by  his  remorse  to  suicide.  Another,  Osrella 
di  Poughkeepsie,  is  a  spoof  on  the  melodramatic 
plots  and  ornate  vocal  styles  of  early-nineteenth- 
century  Italian  opera. 

Dr.  Lackey  has  also  composed  operas  reflecting 
his  interest  in  literature.  The  Heart  of  Midlothian  is 
based  on  the  Scott  novel  of  the  same  name,  Ligeia 
is  a  setting  of  the  famous  short  story  by  Edgar  Allan 
Poe,  and  Mr  Peggotty  s  Dream  Comes  True  is 
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taken  from  Dickens'  David  Copperfield. 

Dr.  Lackey  has  also  written  a  number  of  sacred 
compositions  for  organ.  Eight  of  his  compositions 
have  been  published  by  The  Sacred  Organ  Jour- 
nal and  The  Organ  Portfolio. 

At  present,  Dr.  Lackey  is  seeking  performance 
for  a  recently  completed  opera,  Abraham  Lincoln 
"In  its  complete,  original  form  it  lasts  seventy-five 
minutes,"  he  says,  "but  1  have  prepared  two  alter- 
nate, thirty-minute  versions.  One  is  chamber  opera 
for  five  soloists,  and  the  other  is  a  cantata  for  two 
to  five  soloists  plus  chorus.  All  versions  draw 
heavily  on  Lincoln's  speeches  or  actual  words  as 
found  in  biographies."

BCC  Graduate  Wins  Top  State  Award 


Joe  Pye,  a  1969  graduate  of  Baptist  College,  has 
been  named  South  Carolina's  Principal  of  the  Year 
for  1989.  Pye  is  principal  of  Summerville's  Flower- 
town  Elementary  School. 

In  a  recent  interview,  Pye  reflected  on  how  his 
ideas  on  administration  have  evolved  over  his  nine 
year  career  as  elementary  school  principal. 

"When  I  started  out,  I  wanted  to  create  a  perfect 
school,  just  like  out  of  a  textbook,"  he  says.  "I 
thought  the  best  way  to  do  this  was  to  establish  my 
authority  over  my  teachers,  just  as  I  wanted  them 
to  establish  authority  over  their  students.  I  no 
longer  think  that  way.  Now  I  like  to  be  considered 
a  coach,  or  even  better,  as  a  fellow-player  on  a 
team 

"A  school  administrator  must  realize  that  people 
are  sensitive  and  want  to  please  Administering  is 
not  merely  a  matter  of  paper-work,  rules  and 
regulations.  I  must  be  oriented  to  the  needs  of 
people." 

Pye  acknowledges  that  running  a  school  is  a 
complicated  and  challenging  task  because  so  many 
different  interests  must  be  recognized.  "I  try  my 
best  to  see  the  total  picture,  to  look  at  my  school 
from  a  variety  of  points  of  view.  I  look  at  it  not 
only  from  the  administrative  point  of  view,  but 
from  the  perspective  of  teachers,  students,  and 
parents." 

Pye  believes  that  the  most  important  thing  he 
has  learned  as  principal  is  the  importance  of  his 
relationship  to  his  parents.  "When  I  started  out,  I 
had  the  idea  that  parents  didn't  really  know  how  a 
school  should  be  run,  and  that  they  should  be  kept 
out.  Now  I  try  to  make  Flowertown  completely 
open  to  parents,  and  we  have  hundreds  of  parents 
coming  to  visit  the  school  every  year.  I  let  word-of- 
mouth  sell  my  school  to  the  community." 

Pye  does  not  react  defensively  to  parents  who 
come  to  him  with  complaints.  "I  encourage 
parents  to  let  me  know  of  any  criticism  they  may 
have  because  I  know  that  it's  better  for  them  to 


come  to  me  with  their  problems  than  to  be  broad- 
casting them  to  the  community  at  large.  In  an 
open  atmosphere,  we  don't  have  to  worry  about 
secret  grudges." 

This  does  not  mean  that  Pye  finds  it  easy  to 
answer  the  needs  of  parents.  "So  many  parents 
face  terrible  problems  —  single  parents,  parents 
with  financial  difficulties.  I  always  try  to  let  them 
know  that  I  think  it's  wonderful  that  they've  come 
to  see  me.  I  don't  want  my  school  to  be  just 
another  one  of  their  problems." 

This  emphasis  on  sensitivity  and  cooperation 
also  extends  to  Pye's  dealings  with  his  faculty  and 
staff.  "I  respect  my  teachers  as  authorities  in  their 
own  classrooms,  and  I  also  try  to  involve  them  as 
much  as  I  can  in  decision-making.  I'd  say  that 
ninety  percent  of  all  decisions  are  made  with 


teacher  and  staff  input  ." 

Pye  has  encouraged  institutional  unity  by 
organizing  his  faculty  and  staff  into  teams.  Teachers 
are  divided  into  teams  of  five  each,  and  each  team 
has  a  leader  who  conveys  the  interests  of  the  team 
to  the  principal.  Naturally,  conflicts  and  differences 
of  opinion  occur,  but  as  Pye  puts  it,  "our  disagree- 
ments are  carried  out  in  a  family  atmosphere.  I 
place  a  high  emphasis  on  professionalism  and  a 
family  spirit." 

"We  all  work  hard  at  developing  an  awareness  of 
other  people,"  he  says.  "My  people  are  supportive 
and  bring  out  the  best  in  me,  and  I  try  to  do  the 
same  for  them.  It's  like  a  wheel.  I  keep  their  morale 
up,  and  they  keep  up  mine.  The  children  are  the 
ones  who  finally  benefit  from  such  a  spirit  of 
mutual  cooperation."
